GUARD BUILDINGS 


Paratroopers of the 82nd Air- 
borne Division—veterans of 
Vietnam, last summer's Detroit 
riots and the peace march on 
the Pentagon last fall—were 
flown in to help protect the cita- 
dels of American government in 
Washington. 

Smoke drifted over the tour- 
ist-jammed city from new 
blazes -<and still-smouldering 
fires that gave many buildings 
the appearance of ‘bombed-out 
structures, 

Police in Washington had at 
least a dozen reports of looting 
within 90 minutes of the lifting 
this morning of a_dark-to-dawn 
curfew ‘imposed by city. offi- 
cials. 

In Pittsburgh, roving bands of 


_ Negroes smashed windows - and 


looted stores in several sections 
before police _restored—order- 
Police said about 90 arrests 
were made during the night.

Sharing the University Grant 


~~“ AURVEYS “OF “THIS “YEAR'S 


~-high-school-graduating classes 
provide clear evidence that the 
enrolment at the University of Vic- 
toria will be increased by at least 
700 students next September. This 
is “ample proof of the. position the 
university has earned in higher edu- 
cation and a highly gratifying ex- 
pression of confidence in it. 

At the same time, the foreseeable 
rise in student population provides 
grounds for apprehension. Such an 
increase, added to the 4,000 attend- 
ing this year will make demands on 
the university for which financing 
is not immediately in sight. 


The University of. Victoria, like 
Simon Fraser, is a developing uni- 
versity. Because it must meet in- 
creasing and diversified needs for 
a growing student body it must look 
for appropriate consideration in the 
division of the total grant provided 
by the provincial government to be 
shared among the two institutions 
and the University of British Col- 
umbia. 


The parallel situation existing be- 
tween Simon Fraser and the Uni- 
versity of Victoria calls for equiva- 
lent treatment for each. Yet—Ilast 
year, the grants committee, charged 
with distribution, made an allotment 
of $3455 per student to Simon Fra- 
ser and only $1,542 to the University 


of Victoria.” The = difference —-$613 


__per_student—is in itself a cause for 


some dismay and for even greater 
alarm when note is taken of the 
preceding year’s spread—$501. 


A continuation-of this~ pattern, 
with the gap growing progressively 
wider, would seriously injure the 
University of Victoria. 

This, no doubt, will be a matter 
for study by the special committee 
the minister of education says he 
will appoint to review division of 
the grants, with, it is hoped, estab- 
lishment of a scientific and equitable 
formula. 


One exists in Alberta and On- 
tario. There a point system is gen- 
erally used, the share of the pro- 
vincial, grant being determined by 
the point value given per student on 
the basis of his actual cost to the 
university. An undergraduate in 
arts, for instance, might be given 
a value of one point, a science stu- 
dent slightly more, and a graduate 
student higher points still. By total- 
ling the points, each university can 
determine its legitimate share of the 
total available provincial grant. 


The system can eliminate inequal- 
ities in treatment to different uni- 
versities of comparable character 
and remove fears of discrimination. 
Its principle should be applied to 
the distribution of this year’s funds.

LEAVE HIM TO HISTORY 


S an ordinary human being Lester 
B. Pearson may live a long time. 
Every Canadian will hope so, As a figure 
of politics, after this. week’s Liberal 
catharsis at Ottawa, 
he will belong to the 
history. books. The 
historians, «not his 
contemporaries, will 
make the final judg- 
ment on him. 

We cannot foresee 
that — judgment. We 
cannot even assume 
that it will be wiser 
than our own. Sir 
Robert Menzies, the 
preat Australian statesman, doubtless is 
right in his memoirs when he says that 
historians often make bad judgments 
which are accepted, long afterwards, 
because the true evidence is lost by then, 
the Vital witnesses dead. 

In any case, I venture to think that 
Mr. Pearson will appear more interest- 
ing to the historians, and more impor- 
tant, than he appears to us. Here I am 
not considering his private character as 
a loveable, almost irresistible person, 
but oniy his public character (a very 
different thing) and his official record. 


Macchiavelli and Galahad 


So judged, Mr. Pearson seems. to fit 
quite neatly John W. Dafoe's assessment 
of a more illustrious prime minister. As 
Dafoe wrote, in 1922, Laurier would rank 
higher with historians than he ranked 
with his biographer ‘‘and yet not quite so 
high: an abler man but one not so 
preternaturally good; a man who had 
affinities with Macchiavelli as well as 
with Sir Galahad.” The same can “be 
safely said of Mr. Pearson, the public 
man. 

Some old-time Liberals will resent, 
almost as sacrilege, the mention of these 
two prime ministers together, Laurier 
having become _a god while Mr. Pearson 
still walks “the earth as a familiar 
mortal, with all his blunders and failures 
writ large. Nevertheless, successful as a 
prime minister or. not, he has been 
elevated to a high place in history. by the 
sudden updraft of events, by the 
accidents of his time. 

It was a time of perpetual crisis and

Nature 
Rambles.

For a leisurely ramble where you can 
see many spring flowers in bloom, go 
around the trails at the Francis-Freeman 
King Park. 

Among the latest to ‘come into flower 
are the toothwort, with its four petals 
that are a delicate pink or perhaps 


white, and the shy little grove lover that -- 


grows in the partly shady forest. * 

Look on the forest floor for the little 
star-shaped petals of the sandwort. It 
will be amongst the leaves of the sanical. 
See its long, tapered leaf, 

In the deep~shade the trilliums seem 
to thrive, while in the marshes the skunk 
cabbage is.now at its very best, its 
golden sheath standing out against the 
otherwise green and brown background, 
Stop and examine this‘ wonderful plant. 
See the tiny flowers on the spike and see 
the little beetle that lives in the Sheath, 


‘running up and down the spike. It helps 


to pollinate the flowers. Perhaps this is 
the only place ‘where the insect lives. 

While along the marsh edges, see how 
the different willows. are .in various 
stages of putting forth their leaves. 

As you wander along, stop and look at 
the flowers on the Douglas fir. There is 
an abundance of the male flowers that 
are a reddish-yelow and soon will be 
casting their pollen.

Nor does 
any living statesman, All his hopeful 
rhetoric and talk of pie in the sky were 
artificial and unnatural to him. All his

judgment of events in the round was 
intuitive, instantaneous and generally 
sound. And all his boyish grins, his winks 
and corny wisecracks could not hide

He knew, though no political leader 
could say so in public, that mankind 
might not_learn to ridé the currents and 
could drown. Now, in the popular cliche, 
it is .sdid that Canada needs a 
“contemporary” man as its leader and 
assuredly it does, ‘But of all Canadian 
voliticians, despite his age, Mr. Pearson 
has been the most contemporary and the 
most Canadian. So, I believe, history will 
rank—him-—-when —all-—his— practical 
achievements and failures are forgotten.

A Highly Favorable Climate for Talks 


. T very long last, an almost univer- 
sal eagerness for peace began to 
make itself felt in Washington and Hanoi 
this past week. As with Shakespeare's 
“whining school- 
boy,” the two capi- 
tals crept like snails 
unwillingly toward 
the peace table. 
President Johnson's 
announcement of a 
partial bombing halt 
was . so ‘ambiguous, 
and led to such sharp 
disillusionment 48 
hours later when the 
affected area seemed 
to shrink, that some cynics decided the 
purpose had been to protect against the 
danger of ‘a favorable response. 

Then, when the world had just about 
made up its mind to liye with another 
shattered dream, the North Vietnamese 
did resporid. They offered to sit down 
and discuss a comprehensive cessation. 

In normal bargaining language, this 
would mean that the Reds? having 
received’ a limited bombing halt gratis, 
were prepared to pay a price for its 
extension, 

Whether this was, in.fact, what the 
North Vietnamese meant remained to be 
seen. Their formal public position had 
always been, and’ rernained{ that’-a 
complete bombing halt was not a 


Frye 
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saleable commodity; that it must be 
delivered free of charge, as -a. precondi- 
tion for substantive’ negotiations of any 
kind. : 

Now they at least were offering to sit 
down for preliminary talks without 
receiving the full bill of goods in 
advance. What they. would say across the 
table had yet to emerge. 

If Hanoi is,-in fact, willing to pay a 
reasonable price for extension of the 
bombing cessatton; then reciprocal mili+ 
tary de-escalation may actually become 
possible. Political negotiation might be 
conceivable thereafter. 


Long Way Down Road ~~ 


This is, however, tooking a long way 
down the road. In the meantime, what is 
happening is that Hanoi is nailing.down 
the bombing cessation in the area -where 
it now applies. 

No matter how prolonged and frus- 
trating the preliminary talks might be, it 
would be extremely difficult for .the 
United States to resume raiding the 
Hanoi-Haiphong area while they were in 
progress, 

The net effect could be prolonged 
restraint on American airmen without 
any compensating political or military 
gain—exactly kthe ind of thing Washing- 
ton.has always teared. 

If. so, however; at least the Viet- 


namese “‘panhandle’’ south of the 20th 
parallel will still be in the ball game. 

‘And there are some rational reasons 
for believing that the North will wish to 
negotiate in better faith than this would 
imply. 

Hanoi’s forces are stronger, rela- 
tively, today than they are likely to. be 
again in the foreseeable future. 

The kind of settlement North Vietnam 


_ could achieve at this stage, therefore, is 


as good as Hanoi can realistically hope 
to force on thé battlefield. 

Moreover President Johnson, from 
Hanoi’s point of view, is now a good 
negotiating adversary. He is as ‘‘hun- 
gry” for a settlement as any American 
president could reasonably be éxpected 
to be. 

Peace in Vietnam could restore his 
popularity and make possible what other- 
wise will be very remote: a draft and 
re-election. Johnson thus can be pre- 
sumed to have personal. as well’ as of- 
ficial reasons for wanting agreement. 

If he intends, even in case of peace, 
to retire’ from office, the president could 
bow out in far more agreeable circum- 
stancs than would otherwise have been 
possible, and again he would have an 
impelling motive for seeking settlement. 

Thus North Vietnam has many rea- 
sons for believing that the present is a 
good time for pursuing its goals in the 
political arena,

‘Saigon’s ability to sabotage a 
settlement is not unlimited. 

There is, therefore, a new hope 
abroad. An observer can only pray it will 
not be cruelly dashed. 
~, 1f it is, the consequences for 
everyone, including: North | Vietnam, 
could be very severe — and that fact, 
too, mitigates in favor of agreement.

“No, he replied. “I have learned not to think about what the 
personal consequences might be.

He never doubted that-his-cause-was just and that in the end 


it would prevail.

It was this deep inner certainty that gave him 


an almost incredible weeny in the midst of danger and 


tumult. 


Such fear as he knew was not for himself but for his country, 
which he loved.

«hops, factories, offices, any- 


where. They agreed, and told 
me of coffee houses they had 
set up themselves. 

These student-priests want 
Christianity to flourish. .So do 
I. I've little use for what I 
call Paulianity; I've little use 
for what some 2,000 years of 
institutionalization have done 
to the teachings of Christ. 


Make Sense 


But those teachings, as 
spelled out in the - Four 
Gospels, make sense to me: 
What Christ taught was love 
and respect and mercy for 
other people — charity toward 
them, if one may use that 
much-abused word in its 
original sense. 

Who can argue-with such a 
doctrine? We're told that 
young people today are apa- 
thetic toward Christianity;

Vast Network 


Look at public education.

it’s only about students and 
teachers, 

John W.. Gardner is a 
distinguished American who 
resigned a few weeks ago as 
Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare in President 
Johnson's Administration. He 
said afterwards that having 
dealt at close quarters over 
many years with many insti- 
tutions — colleges, universi- 
ties, companies, foundations, 
military and civilian agencies 
— he'd become dubious about 
the value of great organiza- 
tions. 

“Even excellent institutions 
run by excetltent human 
beings are inherently sluggish 
— not hungry for innovation, 


not quick to respond to human 
need, not eager to reshape 
themselves to meet the chal- 
lenge of the times.” 


“How,” Mr. Gardner asks, 
“can we make sluggish insti- 
tutions more responsive to 
human need and ‘to the 
requirements of change?” I 
don’t think we can. All we can 
do with the huge, sluggish 
institution is to pull it down; 
or walk away from it, and let 
it perish of its own accord. 
(As nratry~a teacher, and 


minister has walked away 
from the school and the 
church.) 


What we can do in this 
matter of human need is to 
get back to people. We can do 
it as individuals, and as small 
groups of individuals. v 

The Israeli kibbutz has 
something to tell us about 
this; so have Indien tribes; so 
have the student co-ops in 
university cities all across 
Canada. 

We -need manageable clus- 
ters of people (both sexes, all 
ages, all incomes, all occupa- 
tions) who care about each 
other, who project that caring 
outward into society, who try 
at least to shine with the light 
of peace and gentleness and 
compassion, And doesn’t that 
take us all the way back to 
the Four Gospels?

Italy's Antiquated Universities 
Draw Violent Student Protests 


ROME — Student tur- 
moil that for five months 
has swept through Italy’s 
ancient universities from 
northern Turin to Pa- 
lermo in the deep south 
is still gathering momen- 
tum, unchecked by recent 
bloody clashes with 
police. 

It is likely to go on 
doing so throughout the 
coming weeks of cam- 
paigning for national 
elections next month. 

“Reformor bust!’ is the 


* student cry, and no-one need 


be surprised if, after the 
years of official promises, 
political infighting and 
neglect, Italy’s 400,000 under- 
graduates are getting some- 
thing more than impatient. 

The campaign for reform in 
|the universities started its 
latest season in November, 
and a month ago students 
occupied — not for the first 
time — the Rome Architec- 
tural Faculty, stopping les- 
sons, holding up examinations. 

The~ Rector, Professor 
D'Avack, waited, argued and 
expostulated before — no 
doubt with government 
authority — he asked police to 
turn the students out. In the 
ensuing riot, 160 police and 50 
students were injured by the 
official count; and certainly 
many more students were 
injured ‘by the official count; 
and certainly many more 
students avoided treatment in 
hospital for fear of arrest. 
There were two hours of 
baton-swinging, bottle-throw- 
ing violence. 


Plot Charges 


In Parliament Communist 
charges, of ‘Nazi brutality” 
were countered by accusations 
of a Red plot to make political 
capital from the students in 
election year. 

A legitimate grievance is in 
danger of foundering in the 
mud of party politics.

Overcrowded 
lecture halls, shortage of 


teachers, out-of-date teaching 
methods, lack of ' scientific 
equipment, laboratories, 
libraires — and cash, are the 
obvious inadequacies. Student 


~ demands put a finger on other 


weak points. 

First less than 10 per cent 
of the population is producing 
90 per cent of the country’s 
industrial leaders. Larger 
state subsidies are needed to 
permit young .people from 
poor families to study at 
university — at present the 
state spends less than $700 a 
year on each student — which 
is roughly a quarter of the 
sum laid out in, for example, 
Britain. And it is estimated 
that only 6 per cent of young 
people receive a . university 
education, 


Absentees 


Then there is the practice of 
keeping on the university 
payroll professors who are in 
fact spending their time al- 
most exclusively in politics or 
business. Among these 
“absentee professors’ are 
Italy's: Premier Aldo Moro (a 
law professor at Rome Uni- 
versity) and Foreign Minister 
‘Amintore Fanfani (a profes- 
sor of economics).

Gaglardi Case 


‘Up to Voters 


Premier Bennett said Fri- 
day he will take the Gaglardi 
affair to the ‘last court” 
the people “in due course” 
but promised an investigation 
“if -any person makes 
charges.” 

The premier did not tell the 
legislature why he accepted 
the resignation of Mr.- Gag- 
lardi and as a result the New 
Democrats joined the Liberals 
in demanding a __ judicial 
inquiry into the case. 

“If. any person’ makes. a 
charge it will be investigated, 
make no mistake,’ said the 
premier. “But so far no 
chargés have been made.” 

Alan Macfarlane (L — Oak 
Bay) said there had been 
charges.and there was now “‘a 
body of evidence from which 
you can infer misconduct.” 

Opposition Léader Strachan 
led off the brief. low-keyed 
debate by demanding an ex- 
planation for the resignation. 


ABSENT FRIDAY 

Mr. Gaglardi_ resigned 
March 21 after controversy 
over land deals by his sons 
and the use of his government 
plane by relatives had mush- 
roomed through the session. 
He was. not in the legislature 
Friday but had made a brief 
appearance Thursday. 

-The entire discussion lasted 
only 35 minutes and~ the 
highways. department es ti- 
mates of $120,512,000 passed 
in a little more than two 
hours. 

The premier defended Mr. 
Gaglardi's road-building 
record and several times said 
he was taking ‘‘full responsi- 
bility’ for keeping the minis- 
ter in the cabinet as a 
minister without portfolio. 

Mr. Macfarlane repeated 
previous Liberal demands for 
an inquiry and Alex Mac- 
donald (NDP — Vancouver 
East) added the NDP’s voice 
to the call in the wake of the 
premier's statement. 

Mr. Strachan had called for 
the inquiry if the premier 
failed to give a satisfactory 
explanation’ of the resignation. 


‘UNCERTAINTY’ 

“So long as the premier will 
not give the public the facts, 
so long as he will not give us 
an explanation ... there will 
be grave uncertainty in the 
province regarding the minis- 
ter's resignation,”’ he said. 

“There is no dispute about 
the misconduct of the minis- 
ter so far as it is known to 
the house,” he said. . 

The minister earlier in the 
session sought to justify his 
conduct. He told the house a 
fantastic tale of burglary, 
bugging and bribery, all of it 
unsubstantiated, all of it: ir- 
relevant and all of it now 
quite forgotten.” 

“The only question is, what 
should the judgment of the 
house’ be? Is -the house 
prepared to condone what 
happened?” asked Mr. Stra- 
chan. 

“We in the official opposi- 
tion cannot and we haye 
been told that some members 
of the government will 
not ,.. “The government 
has ‘thumbed its' nose at 
parliamentary tradition. | It 
has. thumbed. its nose at the 
house,” said Mr. Strachan. ‘ 

Premier Bennett said he 
knew “right well’ his respon- 
sibility to the people and the 
legislature. 

“Oftentimes we-have to run 
counter to public opinion in 


the, public interest ... that is 
the duty of the premier.” 
He spoke -of the ‘‘full 


information” that the premier 
has acce8s to by virtue of his 
position and the relation that 
information has to the task of 
making decisions, and. the 


offices, 

“When we were first elected 
we had a small group to 
select from ... and we are 
thankful _for’.the men we 
had .-.. 

“In the former minister of 
highways B.C. had and has an 
outstanding citizen,’ he said, 


recalling that Mr. Gaglardi 
had come from an immigrant 
family. 


The. premier said that Mr. 
Gaglardi_is aman of ‘“‘tre- 
mendous energy and ability’ 
but acknowledged that he was 
not comfortable in Ahe legisla- 
tive setting. 


“He is a man of action... 
He likes to get things done,”’ 

The premjer then went on 
to say that nobody is perfect, 
not himself, nor the leader of 
the opposition. 


“God... . thank God... did 
not ,give. all the talent .,. 
ability .., to any one per- 


son,”' he said, 
NONE GREATER? 

“In balance, B.C., Canada 
and perhaps the world have 
never had a greater minister 
of highways;”’ he said. 

No-matter what the critics 
say, he -added. “history will 
speak ina _lond voice to give 
him -proper recognition.’ He 
recalled..that- many times ‘he 
had pressed ,Mr. Gaglardi to 
take, a holiday but always the 
minister stayed on the job. 

“T will never stand’... to 
let his name—go—down- inthe 
mud. : 

“Tf any person . makes 
charges, they will be investi- 
gated, make no mistake, But 
so far no charges have been 
made.” 

The premier said that Alex 
Macdonald (NDP—Vancouver 
East) had been ‘very care- 
ful’’ not to.make any charges 
against the minister and 
asked the NDP member if it 
wasn't so. 


Mr. Macdonald --did not 
argue the point. 

The premier stressed , that 
Mr. Gaglardi had not “said 
that health was his reason for 
resigning. 

“That was my _ opinion,” 


said Mr. Bennett. 


NO REASONS 


He recalled the day of the 
resipnation, saying that Mr. 
Gaglardi had gone to his 
office at 1:10 p.m. and told 
him he wished to resign. He 
cidn't give reasons, the pre- 


mier said. 
“T then -asked him 
pressed him ... to act as 


minister without portfolio and 
to serve on the harbors board. 

“J accept full responsibility 

. for the members of this 
party . for the members in 
this legislature in all parties 

before the gaze and 
judgement of --the people of 
British Columbia who are a 
last court ... 

“In due course all actions of 
the premier are submitted to 
that court.” 

He said he was 
to uphold “government 
consent.” 

“As premier I take full 
responsibility I. couldn't 
dodge it if I wished.” 

He ended with: “There ‘is no 
further statement that I could 
give... that is the complete 
statement.” 


CHARGES EXIST 
Mr. Macfarlane said it was 


not true that no charges had 
been made against the minis- 


“anxious” 


ter. 

“There is a body of evi- 
dence brought forward’ in 
many. places which throws 


very heavy suspicion on. the 
actions of the minister - of 
highways. 

“No premier can ignore the 
facts as they appear. 

“The only proper and -re- 
sponsible ‘thing to do is to 
submit all those facts to an 
independent judicial inquiry 
and let that independent in- 
quiry prove guilt or inno- 
cence and once .and for all 
dispose of this matter. 


Mr. Macfarlane said he 
fesented the ‘‘constant argu- 
ment that we have to excuse 
the minister becaise . he’s 
been a good road builder.” 

Nobody disputes . that, he 
said, but “‘that’s not the 


issue.”

BELONGING, by Willa 
Muir. Hogarth Press (Clarke,. 
Irwin). $38.40.

For poet, critic and novelist 
Edwin Muir (1887-1959), in- 
trospection was not a morbid 
or wasteful activity. 


On the contrary, the great 
sin was “to let everything go 
past in a sort of dream or 
stupor, aware neither of one- 
self nor of the world.” 

In 1938, his happiness at its 
lowest ebb for 20 years, he 
began to take stock of him- 
self, to retrace the path of his 
life: 

“T went over my life like a 
man who after travelling a 
long, featureless road. sud- 
denly realizes that, at this 
point or that, he had noticed 
almost without knowing it, 
with the corner of his eye, 
some extrddrdiriary ~ object, 
some rare treasure, yet in his 
sleep-walking had gone on, 
consciously aware only of the 
blank road flowing beneath 
his feet.” 

The résult was his beautiful 
and moving The Story and the 
Fable (1940), in which the 
story of his life—jts surface 
happenings—was counter 
pointed against the fable or 
the archetypal pattern it 
illustrated. 

The fable of Muir’s life, as 
he sawe with increasing 
clarity, was the loss of Eden, 
the Fall, and the Redemption 
through recovery of Lover 
and Immortality. 

In 1954 The Story and the 
Fable, with several revisions 
and the addition of seven new 
chapters..to_bring it_up to 
date, was issued undef the 
title of An Autobiography, one 
of the great autobiographies 
of this century. 

A farmer’s son born in the 
remote Orkneys, Muir learnt 
as a child to make no great 
distinction between the ordi- 
nary and the fabulous: the 
legends, myths, superstitions 
of the island people helped to 
nourish his imagination, and 
to provide an unfailing source 
of suggestive material when 
~he turned;-at- the late-age of 
35, to the serious writing of 
poetry, 


Bone Factory 


His family moved to Glas- 
gow when he was 14, and he 
never_again had any formal 
schooling. What he saw walk- 


ing through the Glasgow - 


slums filled him with a sense 
of degradation. Muir helped to 
support his family by taking a 
number of poorly-paid office 
jobs. 

One of these was a two-year 
stint in a bone factory—his 
description of the conditions 
in this factory is heart- 
rending. 

One by one, ,his. parents, and 
two .of his brothers, suc- 
cumbed to the squalor and 
disease of Glasgow. 

Appalled at “such a 
meaningless waste of in- 
herited virtue,” Muir looked 
around for something to sus- 
tain him,:to alleviate his grief 
and anger. 

A ‘number of * conversions 
followed, to Socialism, to 
Pascal, to Heine, to Nietz- 

sche, These proved incom- 
patible with each other, and 
only exacerbated his spiritual 
confusion. 

Subject to frequent night- 
mares, he allowed himself to 
be psychoanalyzed, and after 


that retained a‘firm belief in. 


the virtue of psychoanalysis. 

His literary breakthrough 
came when W. R. Orage 
accepted some of his work for 
the London New. Age, the 
most stimulating weekly of its 
time. 

In 1919 he met-and married

Its strength, as well as its 
weakness, is in the wealth of 
detail about people, places 
and things: sometimes these 
details fill ththe shadowy 
background of*certain periods 
of their lives, the five months 
they spent in Cambridge in 
1948, for instance, but much 
of the detail is obtrusive, and 
obscures the main current of 
the story. 

On occasionMrs. Muir’s 
memory plays her false, as 
when she says that the Jewish 
quarter of Vienna is the 
Fourth District (it is the 
Second). 

The most fascinating part of 
Belonging is its evocation of 
Europe in turmoil; the most 
valuable and. informative are 
the three final chapters which 
cover the years unmentioned 
in the Autoblography—1950- 
1959, the last nine years of 
Muir’s life. 


Loved by Students 


They tell of Muir’s activity 
es Warden of Newbattle 
Abbey College, Scotland, 
where the students: loved him 
as much as their counterparts 
in Europe had done when 
Muir was teaching for the 
British Council; of his meet- 
ings, with American poets such 
as Frost, MacLeish and 
Lowell (when he was Visiting 
Professor of Poetry at Har- 
vard), and of his twilight 
years spent in a small cottage 
eight miles from Cambridge,

myth and symbol—in many 
ways, particularly in his con- 
cern with childhood, he is the 
heir of Blake and Words- 
worth. As a critic, he has 
not been very influential: he 
eschews that watch-committee 
vigilance and preoccupation 
with evaluations and placings 


_$0=tharacteristic of modern 


literary inquisition. 

His voice, as a critic, is one 
of relaxed sanity, of gener- 
osity, of enjoyment, all three 
rather unfashionable at the 
moment, 

But it would be unfortunate 
if the work of this man was 
allowed to fall into oblivion. 

It may be. hoped that 
Belongiig, readable and 
entertaining as it is for its 
own sake, will persuade its 
readers to explore Muir’s 
work for themselves: for of 
him it might be said, in the

But his broad and distin- 
guishea -background, and his 
major success in the field at 
the age of 34, leaves little 
room. for doubt that his 
concepts will prevail. 

Dr. Allen has been director 
of the University of Pitts- 
burgh Theatre since 1963. 
Before going to Pittsburgh he 
taught at. Yale University 
while holding a _ graduate 
fellowship in playwriting. 

He received his «doctorate 
from Yale in 1960.

It Takes a Super-Sleuth 
To Restore Century-Old

Restoration of a building 
well over 100 years old is a 
difficult.task. 

Alterations have been made 
under different owners—walls 
taken out,, fireplaces. blocked 
up. and : ceilings plastered 
over. 4 
And in the case of Craig 
Flower Manor (in the early 
invoices the name was spelled 
as two words) ‘the. task -is 
complicated by the lack of 
documentation on the history 
of the building. 

How do you distinguish the 
original framework from the 
additions? How do you estab- 


lish what has been destroyed | 


in the process of time? 

It is a slow and arduous 
task but a satisfying one for 
local architect, Peter Cotton. 

Mr. Cotton was placed in 
charge of the project after 
Yederal and provincial govern- 
ments agreed in January, 
1967, to spend $300,000 restor- 
ing the Manor and buying up 
some of the land around it. 

Because the history of 
Craigflower was scanty, Mr. 
Cotton, studied the . better 
documented buildings of Ore- 
gon. 

To “bone up on the only 
area that would bear much 
comparison,’ he went to 
Portland's Historical Centre. 
As part of the Historical 
American Building Survey, a 
depression program designed 
to help architects, blueprints 
were made of all pre-Civil 
War buildings. 

“Eight Oregon buildings out 
of 50 were comparable to 
Craigflower,"" says Mr. Cot- 
ton. “Of these, three were 
still standing and two had 
been restored. 

“They gave me -a lot of 
clues. In the drawings you 
could see what was common 
to the period and also what to 
expect in the way of varia- 
tions. 

“So I was able to examine 
Craigflower and establish the 
original pattern. Then I'd look 
suspiciously at anything that 
didn’t conform and try to 
interpret. It.’’ 

Interpretation had to play a 
major role in the restoration 
for Mr. Cotton had to rely for 
documentation on invoices of 
the Hudson's Bay Company 
and a few photographs. 

“Judging from the record 
found. of the schoolhouse built 
across the Gorge at the same 
time, I wonder if records for 
the Manor hadn't been ab- 
stracted at. some point,”’ he 
Says. 

We do know that Craig- 
flower Manor was one of a 
group of farmhouses built ‘by 
the Puget Sound Agricultural 
Company, a subsidiary of 
HEC, to keep the Fort at the 
southern tip of Vancouver 
Island, self-supporting. 

The word Craig means 
“neck” in Gaelic and the site, 
on a neck in .the waterway 
today near the junction of 
Craigflower and - Admirals 
Roads, was probably chosen 
because it offered a sheltered 
inlet for boats coming up the 
Gorge. 

The Company owned lands 
on both sides of the waterway 
and the connecting bridge was 
necessary as part of a road- 
way that-would- link- other 


: tine BC. farms at..Langford and. 


Lake Hill. 

Scotsman Kenneth Mac- 
kenzie was chosen to serve as 
bailiff or general manager of 
Craigflower farm. 


Mackenzie, his wife, six 
children, and 25 families of 


experienced laborers and arti- 
Sans, arrived in Esquimalt 
Jan. 15, 1853, on the sailing 
ship Norman Morrison. 

To Mackenzie's dismay, the 
promised farmhouse had not 
been built and the group had 
to spend several months first 
ina barn-and later in-cottages 
while the Manor -was erected. 

The school and bridge con- 
necting the two promontories 
were completed first. Mac- 
kenzie finally moved into the 
Manor in May, 1856. \ 

Craigflower farm was origi- 
nally believed to have com- 
posed 1,000 acres of land. 
Dimensions . of the Manor 
house were 25 ft. by 50 ft. 
with 12 rooms, six on the 
ground floor and six above, 

Mackenzie later erected a 
sawmill, ‘brick yard and 
bakery. But because he was 
constantly sending to England 
for more, expensive goods, the 


Manor proved to be more 
costly than the HBC had 
bargained. 


Also it became increasingly 
difficult,- once the gold rush 
started, to hold the: men who 
had been hired to work the 
farm, 


Finally Mackenzie was dis- 
posed of in 1866. Then the 
Manor was leased to a series 
of owners who made minor 
alterations until 1923 when the 
HBC took it over as a 
recreation centre. 

That lasted only a year and 
then a philanthropist named 
Newton ran it as a girls’ 
camp until 1936, 

At this point the’ property 
was sold to a man named 
Christie who used the. house 
aS an annex for a motel he 
had built—on- the-land. He 
contributed to its alteration 
putting in five bathrooms. 

The Manor then passed into 
the hands of three other 
people and finally Mr. and 
Mrs. G. A. Thompson ac- 
quired it in 1962. 

They realized the value of

the building, restored it as 
best they could, filled it with 
period furniture and opened it 
to the public. 

When the restored Manor re- 
opens, hopefully at the start 
of the tourist season, Mrs. 
Thompson will be theré- as 
curator. 

Some interesting questions 
haye_come to light as a result 
of Mr. Cotton's undertaking. 

There is a. definite differ- 
ence in structure between the 
ground floor and the second 
floor. . 

The bottom is typical HBC 
construction,*says Mr. Cotton, 
with vertical grooved posts 
fitting into squared logs. 

But thé second floor has 
been butit by a method called 
stud frame that is similar to 
construetion used today..How- 
ever at Craigflower the beams

medieval in their heaviness. 

Although there is not much 
conclusive. evidence, Peter 
Stokes, a private consultant 
with the federal government 
who visited Victoria recently, 
has suggested that the Manor 
was perhaps originally con- 
ceived as—a—one-storey house 
but while under - construction 
was extended to two, 

Christie later put in phoney 
beams and columns to make 
the architecture look 
English’. “We stripped them 
away,’’ says Mr. Cotton, “to 
leave ‘the original classical 
revival building.” 

Craigflower is. an example 
of the Renaissance revival of 
interest in Greek and Roman 
architecturer- 

“Tt was brought to North 
America, by merchants and 
plantation owners and _ influ- 
enced a great many buildings 
in the States. 

“You can see the effect of 
the Greek-Roman revival in 
the shape of the building, the 


careful spacing of window 
heads, the classical pedi- 
mented entrance way, the 


moldings on the doors. 

“But one of the peculiarities 
of Craigflower. that is not 
found in any Oregon archi- 
tecture are some - original 
Gothic revival details. You 
have a Gothic arch at the 
front door, very peculiar little 
Gothic windows on the jail 
(used for miscreants over- 
night because of the distance 
fromthe fort) and two little 
Gothic fireplaces.”

Mr. Cotton also discovered 
that the large room on the 
ground floor now known as 


the kitchen was in fact 
originally partitioned into a 
series of small rooms— 


pantry, storeroom, office. 

The marks of the partitions 
ean be found on the original 
floor and on the ceiling. They 
indicate a series of wide doors 
(necessary because of the 
large crinolines worn by the 
women). 

By. examining the floor 
markings it was also possible 
to tell exactly where the 
pantry ‘counter had been—a 
small area had been worn 
away from people standing 
and working there. 

The downstairs fireplaces at 
Craigflower turned out to be 
later alterations, By studying 
charred marks on the jutting 
edge of a wall in the parlor, 
Mr. Cotton realized the origi- 
nal fireplace was set squarely 
in the corner, not &t an angle 
like the present one. 

He took away the brick and 
discovered the original as he 
had predicted. In one bedroom 
upstairs he also found an old 
fireplace that illustrated per- 
fectly the union of classical 
and gothic. 

it had a gothic arch with 
classical reeded columns. 
Other fireplaces had been 
either-bricked-up-or- plastered 
over—all were restored. 

By scraping away at the red 
paint on the sashes of the 
Manor, he found that their 
original color was white. And 
when vandals broke some of 
the old windows, a search was 
made for exactly the right 
kind of old glass to replace 
them. 

The staircase of the Manor 
dates back to the original 
builditig.The—balusters which 
vary in design were turned by 
hand—the railing. is made of 


pieced-together bits of arbutus~ 


wood, * 

A study: of the jail at the 
back of the building revealed 
ityhad also been used as @ 


__change 


larder. Mr. Cotton intends to 
leave the chewed mouse holes 
in the corners of the shelves 
exactly as he found them. 

Examination of photographs 
taken near 1860 reveal that 
the jail’s sloping roof was 
actually a flat one. It will be 
restored. 

Photographs have also led 
Mr. Cotton to believe that a 
scullery was once attached to 
the Manor. ‘‘The photographs 
have helped us to determine 
the form it should take but 
we've had to invent all the 
interiors.”’ 

The. stones: of the ofiginal 
foundation which had been 
removed from the outside 
bottom edge of the house to 
form a retaining wall have 
been returned. They will help 
to cover up concrete block 
piers that were set up at a 
later date. 

Mr. Cotton also plans to 
restore the acreage around 
the Manor into semi-meadow. 
“I want to keep it very simple 
although there is a little 
archeology I'd like to do. 

“There was another building 
behind ‘the house probably a 
milkhouse or laundry. In 
photographs you can see a 
kind of outline; there are 
foundation marks on the grass 
and we _ have discovered 
masses of. broken pottery.” 

What about interior furnish- 
ings for the Manor? 
Cotton has an album of 


~ samples of wallpaper showing 


in what room each was found 
and how far each was’ from 
the bottom layer. 

There .are more than 60 
examples. In the parlor, he 
discovered some original blue- 
flowered wallpapér hung, 
strangely enotgh, upside 
down. ‘He plans to put glass 
over any Jaérge patches from 
the period. 

Fixing the period to -be 
restored, out of the 10 years 
Mackenzie spent in the house 
is a problem. 

Carolyn Case, curator of the 
history department of the 
Provincial Museum, who, is 
working with Mr, Cotton on 


the furnishings, says the 


house was erected and when 
Mackenzie left is- enormous, 
In. 1856 there was little 
beyond the fort and an Indian 
encampment. ‘

Case would still like to see 
some rooms bare of wall- 
paper. 


“We have no record of the 
purchase of wallpaper; though 
we do know they had plaster. 
But then it is the same 
problem, we just don't have 
all the records.” 

Mr. Cotton has‘sent samples 
of the bottom layers to the 
Cooper Union: for the Ad- 
vancement_ of Science and Art 
which has a wallpaper 
museum, 


Rugs and curtains will also 
have to be reproduced. At the 
moment, Mr. Cotton has a 
woman weaving some cur- 
tain$§ using a very old tech- 
nique. 

As for the-netual—furniture, 
it was sold at auction in 1933 
after the Mackenzie ‘family 
had lived for many years at 
Lakeview. 

Mrs. Thompson amassed a 
great deal of ‘furniture, some 
of the right period but much 
of a later date, However, the 
Provincial Muscum does have 


pieces appropriate to. the 
time, 

Mr. Cotton ajso hopes to 
receive gifts of some of the 


“Hopefully they will be able auc 


to indentify them, date- them 
and perhaps. tell me_ the 
manufacturer’s name and _ if 
any is being reproduced 
today.” 


Miss Case discounts the fact 
that Mackenzie. brought. or- 
nate pieces with him_on the 
Norman Morrison. ‘There is 
no record of it but we do 
know he brought. a complete 
saw mill. With the families 
aboard and the trade goods 
for the HBC, it seems unlikely 
there would have. been room. 
for the furniture as well. 

“We do know that whenever 
anyone went home to Eng- 
land, Mackenzie bought much 
of their furniture, 

“Many of:the pieces in the 
house can stay—the clocks 
and a few of the chairs are of 
the ‘period—but the rest, will 
go to the Provincial Museum 
to be replaced by pieces that 
were not in Craigflower but 
are appropriate fo the 
period.” 

The smaller furnishings are 
less of a problem. because of, 
what modern archeology. has 
turned up—oh? skates; “candle... 
holders, an iron, hand-made 
nails, bottles. é 

But both Miss Case and Mr, 
Cotton are determined Craig 
flower will not be just an 
exhibit. 

“We want it -to look like a 
place: that was actually lived 


in,” says Miss Case, “Al- 
though the placing. of the 
furniture was traditional to 
their home in Scotland, ihe 


Mackenzies had to -make~do 
with less. 

“And with six children and 
Jaborers ~ probably ~ tracking 
mud in all the time, it was 
definitely a farmhouse, not @ 
showplace.”

TIPS FOR HOME GARDENERS 


Seedlings Rarely Outgrow 


Early Days of Privation 


By JACK BEASTALL 


Leaving seedlings too Jong 
in the seed flat has disrupted 
many a home  gardener’s 
plans.-Yet we 
all do it -at 
one time o 
another. We 
sow the seeds j 
early indoors 
to -give .us a 
headstart on 
the season, © 
but this plan 
fails “in its 
purpose-avhen: 
closely 
packed. seedlings are let suf- 
fer from lack of food, creating 
a condition they rarely out- 
grow and destroying any 
chance of early blooming ‘or 
fruiting.

There seem to be two main 
reasons why. we amateurs 
leave seedlings so long before 
giving them attention. Firstly, 
our gardening is a spare-time 
hobby, limited -mainly to 
weekends; secondly, garden 
writers have always told us to 
transplant ‘‘after two true 
leaves have formed.” 


When I saw 
greenhousemen transplanting 
seedlings as soon-as_ seed 
leaves had developed—‘‘as 
soon as large enough to 
handle’’—I - lamented their 
Jack of knowledge. Since then, 
however, I have proved the 
wisdom of their ways.

QUICKER RESULTS 


Small seedlings -have no 
large root system. to’ be 
damaged when transplanted, 


the plants go ahead without 


check, and we have healthy, | 


sturdy plants in a much 


shorter time. 


While the seed is germinat- 
ing, it is wise to prepare soil 
mixtures and the boxes 
needed for transplanting. 

Like a growing child, these 
tiny plants have quite. an 
appetite, but cannot assimi- 
late the rich food tolerated by 
their elders, 


A soi! mixture of one part 
rotted «compost or rotted 
Jeafmould to two parts good 
garden loam is ideal. 

Sufficient sand. should be 
added to keep the mixture 
open, because we are still 
dealing with tender roots 
which require .an open soil 
and good drainage. 

When completéd, the mix- 
ture should féel spongy and 
light to,the touch and be just 
moist enough to hold its shape 
when holes are made —to 
receive the seedlings, 


THEY GET LEGGY 


The containers may be any 
suitable light wooden box cut 
to a depth of three inehes, or 


stardard greenhouse flats 
measuring on the outside 13 
by. 24 by three inches deep. 

Three inches of soil in the 
bottom ofa deep box is not 
recommended because the 
seedlings become leggy reach- 
ing to the light. 

Some gardeners cover the 
cracks in the bottom of the 
flats with moss,” while others 
line the inside - with old 
(weathered) newspaper. 

A better method, especially 
if the plants-gre-to remain-for 
some time, is to put one inch 
of rotte? compost over the 
entire’ bottom, thus providing 
richer food for the~ plants 
when they are able to use it. 

After filling the boxes with 
the.soil] mixture, press . it 
firmly into corners and. sides, 
then scrape off excess by 
running a straight-edged piece 
of wood from end to end. 

Firm topsoil by pressing 
gently with a large flat 
tamper of a size to cover 
about one-half of the surface 
at a time.

Most important is the point 
of the dibber. It should, be 
slighly rounded (not sharply 
pointed) so as to make a 
broad hole 10 accomméodate 
the young roots without 
bending.

This work of transplanting 
seedlings is termed “pricking 
out” or “pricking off,” and is 
done with amazing rapidity in

FAILURES RARE 


The operator removes a 
group of seedlings with trowel 
or knife, shakes them lightly 
to remove surplus soil, sepa- 
rates-them, Jaying—each-one 
on a flat surface. The dibber 
is inserted into the soil and 
given a half-twist, and as it is 
removed the seedling’s roots 
are lowered into the hole and 
the soil pressed firmly against 
the roots. 


The process (is. repeated. 
When mastered, the operation 
is wery fast, and it is rare 
that a seedling fails to 
survive.

RACE VIOLENCE 


19 Killed 
As Guns, 


Fires Roar 


= By the Associated Press 


A new outburst of violence rocked the U.S. 
capital today and crack U.S. Army paratroop- 
ers joined 4,000 other federal troops there. 


In most other American cities hit by violence 
spawned’ by the murder of Negro civil rights leader Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., the dawn brought a respite. . 

A wave of. looting swept Negro sections of Wash- 
ington and new. fires were reported in neighborhoods 
seared by hundreds of blazes. 


Nineteen persons have died in racial disorders since 
King was killed Thursday night, including nine in Chi- 
cago. and five in Washington. Besides Washington, 
Chicago was heavily damaged by fires Friday night. 

Two youths died in Detroit, 
one in Tallahassee. In Minnea- 
polis, police said a Negro killed 
a white neighbor Thursday 
night after telling his wife: ‘‘My 
King is dead. I'm Ming out and 
get me a honky.’* In Memphis, 
where King was murdered, a 
young Negro man shot by police. 
Thursday night died today. 


GUARD BUILDINGS 


Paratroopers of the 82nd Air- 
borne Division—veterans of 
Vietnam, last summer's Detroit 
riots and the peace march on 
the Pentagon last fall—were 
flown in. to help protect the cita- 
dels of American government in 
Washington. 

Smoke drifted over the tour- 
ist-jammed city from new 
blazes and still-smouldering 
fires that gave many buildings 
the appearance of ‘bombed-out 
structures. 

Police in Washington had at 
least a dozen reports of looting 
within 90 minutes of the lifting 
this morning of a dark-to-dawn 
curfew imposed by city  offi- 
cials. 

In Pittsburgh, roving bands of 
Negroes smashed windows and 
looted stores in several sections 
before’ police restored order. 
Police said about 90 arrests 
were made during the night. 

National guard troops. and jpo- 
lice restored a measure of calm 
today in Chicago after a night 
of firebombing,~ shooting and 
| looting. 


NEGROES were urged to arm 
themselves with guns and take 
to the streets, in retaliation for 
the killing of Dr. Martin Lu- 


ther King, by black power 
advocate Stokely Carmichael. 
At news conference in Wash- 
ington Carmichael saidg’‘'We 
have to retaliate.”

death will be added to the 
blood-debt chalked up by the 
Negro against his oppressors. 

Dr. King would not have it 
that way, Even while he lived, 
however, his influence with 
his people had waned, and the 
balance had tipped toward the 
violence he detested. 

Last summer saw the pre- 
liminary skirmishes in the 
open war of black- against 
white. All the signs point to 
worse holocausts, worse riots. 

Martin Luther King failed in 
his intent, but the Memphis 
bdShwhacker’s bullet has 
transmuted him into a symbol. 
His soul goes marching on, 
though not in a direction this 
great American would have 
chosen. 

I think the United States is 
perilously close to an explo- 
sion. If it materializes, we 
will feel its shock-waves even 
here in -cool green Canada, 
where escaped Négroes of an 
earlier generation found free- 
dom at the end of the 
Underground Railway.

Dr. King had nothing. ma- 
terial to gain from his in- 
volvement in his people's 
struggle. He was a_well- 
educated churchman, recog- 
nized in his field, with a wife 
and family, and a comfortable 
life in prospect. 

Had he so chosen, he could 
have enjoyed a genteel career 
well-removed from the 
trouble,” the ignorance, the 
hunger and ‘the brutishness of 
his country's Negro ghettoes. 
He had a touch of Harvard in 
his speech, .and he held 
scholarship awards years ‘be- 
fore he won the Nobel Peace 
Prize. 

He could have played it 
snug and safe.-There was no 
need for him to place ‘his life 
in daily jeopardy, and to die 
as Mahatma Gandhi of India 
did, an assassin's victim.

In calling for on-duty police-

A new outburst of violence roeked the U.S. 
capital today and crack U.S. Army paratroop- 
ers joined 4,000 other federal troops there. 


In most other American cities hit by violénce 
spawned by the murder of Negro civil rights leader Dr, 
Martin Luther King Jr., the dawn brought a respite. 

A wave of looting swept Negro sections of Wash- 
ington and new fires were reported in neighborhoods 
seared by hundreds of blazes. 

Nineteen persons have died in racial disorders since 
King was killed Thursday. night, including nine in Chi- 
cago and five in Washington. Besides Washington, 
Chicago was heavily damaged by fires Friday night.
